EXTENDING WIRES. 

Postal Telegraph Company Will Build 
Line Along the Union Pacific's 
ltightrof-Way. 

(Associated PreO*.) 

Omaha, Neb., March 13.-The Union 
Pacific Kailruad Company and the Postal 
Telegraph Company came to an agree¬ 
ment by which Che Postal Company will 
build a line of wires on the Union Pa- 
! ci fit's right-of-way from Omaha to the 
j Pacific coast. The poles and wire bare 
been stored here for some time, and the 
work of construction will begin at ogee. 
The line will carry six wires, and the 
total coat of con*fraction will be $1,- 
000,000. The object of tbs new line la 
to connect the Postal Company’s sys¬ 
tem more directly with the Pacific cable, 
now being constructed by the Mackay 
interests.

SL Petersburg, Marfh 13.-BaruU, the 
zoologist of tho Baron Toll expedition, 
who left tire expedition’s yacht Zuria ir. 
May with three others Co engage in acieu- 
tifle research in New Siberia, has arrived 
at Irkutsk (a city of Eastern Siberia, 20 
miles from Lnkv Baikal). The raped!- 
t-on, headed by Baron Tull, is exploring 
the Siberian coast Uue. It was reported 
on November 23rd to bare b*tm cut 
from the coaef by early winter ice in 
New Siboria, and on February 21et the 
Imperial Academy of Science at St. 
Petersburg decided to send an expedi¬ 
tion to search for Bbrun Tull and his 
companions.
